DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-4, 6, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Leica (DE19836812) (using the applicants disclosure, US6624881, US6587184, 
and US6903810 for translation). 

Referring to claim 1, Leica shows an extreme value measuring process of a 
handheld laser distance measuring device wherein there is an input means (applicants 
disclosure), individual measurements (US6903810 disclosure), at least one maximum 
and minimum value (applicants disclosure), and an extreme value difference calculated 
(applicants disclosure) 

Referring to claim 2, Leica shows that after computation by the handheld laser 
distance device the measurement sequence is expanded and continued with the 
second step (US6587184). 

Referring to claim 3, Leica shows in the second step during the execution of th 
measurement sequence individual measurements of the distances to a plurality of 
different measurement points along a measurement path are made triggered by the 
handheld laser distance measuring device (applicants disclosure and US6624881). 
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Referring to claim 4, Leica shows the measurement path that covers at least in 
part a surface and an object arranged in front of the surface (figure 2). 

Referring to claim 6, Leica shows the extreme value difference is used as a 
parameter of a further basic measuring task (applicants disclosure). 

Referring to claim 9, Leica shows an input means for activating an extreme value 
measurement process for joint determination of both a minimum value and maximum 
value of the distance of a measurement sequence (applicants disclosure and 
US6624881). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5, 10, and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Leica (DE19836812) (using the applicants disclosure, 

US6624881, US6587184, and US6903810 for translation). 

Referring to claims 5 and 10, it would be obvious that with the computation of 
the difference (applicants disclosure) and the graphic display (shown by US6624881) 
that the difference of the maximums would be displayed on the graphic display. 

Referring to claim 11, it would be obvious that with the computation of the 
maximum and the minimum value (applicants disclosure) and the graphic display 
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(shown by US6624881) that the maximum and minimum values would be shown on the 
graphic display. 



Claims 7 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
